BOTS BRIGADES. 
j. c. CASSEL. 

"The propriety of organizing Boys 
Brigades in connection with Brethren 
Sunday-schools" is the tòpic assigned to 
me to consider. 

Upon that question I hold very radical 
views, so much so Ihat I can see no pro- 
priety at all in having such organi/ations 
in connection with our churches or Sun- 
day-schools. 

In physical things the mixing of ad- 
verse, or diversc properties, or qualities 
often bring about a happy medium ; for 
instance extreine heat and extreme cold 
brought together will produce a comforta- 
ble temperature. Very sweet things and 
sour substances mixed together will pro- 
duce an agreeable result. I reraeinber 
when a boy ray mother used to make what 
we called "vinegar soup ;"-i* was made of 
bread, wàter, vinegar and molasses or 
sugar. When proper proportions of each 
were used it made avery palatabledish on 
a hot summers day. In chenjistry the 
mixingof opposite properties of tenresults 
in useful compositíons, but I do not believe 
that this law in the natural world holds 
good in the spiritual realm. I suppose 
Prof. Drummond would say it did, but I 
must beg to diffcr with him. I do not 
believe that any one can get too much 
real true spirituality, and any attempt to 
modify, to reduce, to neutralize it cannot 
help but result in great loss in power, 


grace and wisdom. The highest, the ín- 
tensest spirituality we can attain to is 
none too strong to maintain a high Stan- 
dard of religious life. We should there- 
fore discourage, discountenance, rejectall 
measures, institutions or organtzations in 
our churches, or Sunday-schools that 
savor of worldliness or carnality. I be- 
lieve that the Boys Brigade is in morè 
than one way such an institutton. 

In the first place'what bearing has mili 
tary drill on true religion ? How can it 
be made a means of grace when the fun- 
damental idea of it is to destroy, to kill, 
to take vengeance, principies diametrical- 
ly opposed to both the primary, and ulti- 
mate objeets of religion. How can the 
principlé of love be instilled by military 
tàctics? Is there anything morè incom- 
patible than the spirit and object of a 
military organizalion and the definition 
the Apostle James gíves to religion ? He 
says "True religion and undefiled before 
God and the Father is this, to vísit the 
widows and fatherless in their afflictions, 
and to keep himselt unspotted from the 
world." If the military organization is 
used for the purpose it is instituted it 
makes widows, and fatherless ones, it af- 
ílicts rather than soothes sorrow ; it is an 
institution of the world puré and simple 
and no one that belongs lo a military òr- 
gan ization can be unspotted from the 
world. There isnoescape from this con- 
clusion. The claim may be made thatwe 
must have military organizations as a 
means of protection, and defense. no 
doubt the world needs them but let the 
worldly consti.tute them ; the saints of 
God ne ver. 

I am however well aware fhat those 
Boys Brigades are not really military or- 
ganizations, but thcy instill those princi- 
pies, which are antagonistic to the teach- 
ings of our blessed Master. Under the 
law where retaliation was an established 
principlé, where one could demand an eye 
for an eye, a tooth fora tooth, a hand for 
a hand, and a foot for a foot, in short de- 
mand reperation for every wrong the 
spirit of revenge, or even aggressive war- 
fare was all right ; but under a dispensa- 
tion where love and charily is to prevail, 
where one is to pray for his enemy, and 
those who despitefully use us, to love his 
neighbor as himself there every thing of a 
revengeful, cruel, carnal tendeney must 
be avoided. Give a boy a musket, or a 
stick of wood to represent a musket, and 
drill him in the art and science of killing 
his fellowmen, and you fill his soul with 
ideas contrary to every thing that we 
ought to teach in our Sunday-schools. 
Such training may make patriots but not 
Christians. It is the churchs business to 


make Christians whether they become 
patriots in a worldly sense or not. 

If we sincerely use the Lords prayeiy 
we have no use for the knowledge of the 
arts of warfare ; if we forgive others their 
sins, we will not want to shoot at them, 
or kill them, and forgive we must if we 
want to beforgtven. It would be an ir- 
rcconcilable spectacle to me to see two 
contending armies both praying the 
prayer that Christ gave to his disciples 
and then commence to shoot eàch other 
down. 

It is however not ray purpose todenounce 
military organizations any morè than any 
other purely worldly institutions. They are 
a necessity to sustatn the arni of the law, 
but it is not a part of the business of our 
churches, or Sunday-schools to train our 
boys in arts and sciences diametrically 
opposed to our holy religion. Christians 
are a peculiar people, zealous* of good 
works, transformed by the renewal of 
their mimis, having given their bodies a 
living sacrifice unto God, which is their 
reasonable service, hence cannot consis- 
ently train their children to be otherwise. 
Every effort in our Sunday-schools must 
be directed toward the implanting of the 
principies laid down by our blessed Mas- 
ter. 

I am aware of the difficulty of interest- 
ing and holding our boys together in our 
Sunday-schools. Our experience is like 
the little giri's that used to keep a Sunday- 
school with her "dolly," her tabby, and a 
pet calf. One day she was very sorrow- 
ful, and when her mother asked her what 
the trouble was, she replied that the dolly, 
and Tabby were all right, but the <a/f had 
got too big to go to Sunday-school. That 
is the trouble with our boys, but many of 
them are not too big to go to prison, to 
houses of refuge and to reformatories. 

Rather than instil wrong ideas in our 
Sunday-schools I should prefer to instil 
none at all, and thus leave the mimis of 
our boys open to conviction to the truth 
in later years. What we teach them in 
early life they will retain largely through 
their after years. It is better to hold up 
the story of the Cross at all hazards than 
to substitute something else simply to en- 
tertain ; one word of truth planted in the 
heart will do morè good than a whole year 
of training in a Boys Brigade. If Chris- 
tians were Christians indeed ; if they had 
daily readings'of the Bible in their homes; 
prayer and songs of praise morning and 
evening at the family altar; and if our 
souls were all baptízed with the Holy 
Ghost as they should be, there 
would be no occasion for Boys 
Brigades. The trouble is not so much 
with the boys as with the parents. Let 
us not try to atone for our short comings
